A recent interview, which bears the 
marks of careful preparation, shows 
not only that he has vigorous ideas on 
financial questions, but that also his 
ideas are quite different from those 
which have guided Secretary Folger. 
Senator Jones has ne on a 
stumping tour through the Pacific 
slope States. His course, not only in 
voting to override the river and 
harbor bill veto, but also in being 
one of the three Senators who ar- 
ranged convenient and dishonest pair- 
ing by which the bill was passed over 
the veto in the Senate, did not cost 
him the friendship of the President, 
and it is believed that when Judge 
Folger goes, Nevada Jones may 
come, if he will. William E. Chand- 
ler, however, would probably regard 
such a change as one for the worse.

HUNTED DOWN. 


Discovery of the Man who Forged the 
Morey Letter. 


_Curcaao, October 2.—An Jnter-Ocean 
New York special purports to give the 
inside history of the celebrated Morey 
letter on the Chinese question, the 
publication of which carried Califor- 
nia against Garfield in thé=-jast Presi- 


dential election. The dispatch is to 
the eftect that John I. Davenport has 
been working twenty-three months, in 
an endeavor to ferret out the author- 
ship of the forgery; that he has finally 
got the whole story to its conclusion 
and execution, together with the con- 
tession of the forger, and that he is 
about to publish the facts in pamphlet 
form; that the man who torged the 
document is named H. H. Hadley, a 
renegade Republican in the employ 
of the Democratic National Commit- 
tee, and that some of the leading spir- 
its of that body were cognizant of and 
approved the forgery. The story told 
is to the effect that Hadley, as the pro- 
fessed leader of a certain body of 
voters in New York, wrote to General 
Garfield, asking an explanation as to 
the Credit Mobilier charges. The let- 
ter was answered by Private SeCretary | 
Brown, enclosing the manuscript of 
General Garfield’s speech on the sub- 
ject to his constituents in 1873. He 
thus got Garfield’s autograph. The 
dispatch thus continues: Hadley, who 
is an expert penman, spent several 
days studying and practicing the 
handwriting and autograph of Gen- 
eral Garfield. The stationery stores 
were ransacked to find paper similar 
to that used at Mentor, and:then Had- 
ley wrote the famous forgery. Anen- 
velope was-prepared to correspond 
with that which Hadley had received 
from Mentor and put through a pro- 
ces to make it look soiled and worn. 
When it was finished,.it was shown to 
Randall, Hewitt and ‘several other re- 
putable ‘Democrats, who had no doubt 
of itsgenuineness. The dispatch con- 
cludes with the statement that an 
electrotype fac simile was offered to 
the Sun, which refused to publish it. 
It was then taken to the 7’ruth and 
therein published. A special train was 
chartered to convey copies of the 
paper to California. It is said that 
Davenport not only has Hadley’s con- 
fession, but a number of his practice- 
sheets and the final copy from which 
the fac simile was made. Davenport 
also has the final copy from which ‘the 
electrotype was made, to show how 
Barnum and his fellow conspirators 
endeavored to establish the genuineness 
of the letter and the existence of Mo- 
rey, the man to whom it was ad- 
dressed.

This is a move in the right direc- 
tion and clinches the argumené in fa-| 
vor of a Board of Trade that will rep- 
resent every class of business. When 
asked, “‘Why not organize a Board of 
Trade at once?” one of the members 
replied: “We are not ready for that 
yet; there is not a sufficient number of 
business men who will pull together 
in an undertaking so varied and exten- 
sive inits scope.” It is doubtless a true, 
though a lamentable statement, and 
one which is not creditable to the rep- 
utation of our business men. If there 
ever was a period in the history of 


ists, mechanics and all others inter- 
ested in the city’s welfare was eu- 
premely necessary, it is at the present 
time, when so many eyes are turned to 
our magnificent resources, and the 
amount of enterprise and vim pos- 
sessed by our business men is estima- 
ted as the basis of future develop- 
meut. Railroad and harbor facilities, 
new channels of trade, manufactures, 
and many other questions which legit- 
imately come within the province of a 

Board of Trade are of vital importance 
to us at present. Twelve good and 
true men can handle all the committee 
and detail woik. A secretary can be 
obtained who will cheerfully perform 
the duties appertaining to that po- 
sition gratis. If twelve such men are 
forthcoming the TimEs would like to 
hear from them. 


In our department of ‘Letters from 
the People” will be found a communi- 
cation from Dr. Walter Lindley in ad- 
vocacy of a Reform School for erring 
or vicious children. To the candid 
mind it needs no argument to show 
the wisdom and the urgent need for the 
establishment of some sort of reforma- 
tory institutions other than public 
jails. It is alarming to note the prev- 
alence of crime among the youth of 
all cities, and Los Angeles cannot claim 
exemption from a large element of this 
criminal class. The annals of our Po- 
lice Court tell, a sorrowful tale. The 
teachers in our public schools are al- 
most constantly brought into contact 
with cases which, while they appeal to 
their sympathy, they know that the 
influence exerted upon the pupils at- 
tending the public schools is most 
deleterious, yet they are without a 
remedy. If the offender is dismissed, 
he, or she—and the cases in which the 
subject is a female are not few—goes 
rapidly from bad to worse, con- 
taminating all with whom they 
associate, and spreading the 
seeds of crime. As a rule; this class 
have no home associations to influence 
them to better things. It would 
therefore be a Shumane act to provide 
some place where a wholesome re- 
straint could be exerted over them and 
where they would not be able to pol- 
lute others. Itis with pleasure we 
note that the Republican party, which 
has gained the reputation of being the 
party of progress and reform, has 
taken up this matter, and we trust 
that it will be agitated until some 
practical good shall result. |

Santa Banzara, Sept. 29, 1882. —Old’ 


‘Mother Nature must be interested in 
the exhibition which isin progress here, 
for she has chartered us her very best 
‘weather for the Fair. The‘air is cool 
and delightful, the golden sunshine is 
tempered by pleasant breezes from the 
sea, and the happy Barbareiios flit about 
with smiling faces, feeling that nowhere 
under the sun is land of fairer promise 
than this, nowhere brighter skies, or. 
lovelier landscape, or richer harvest 
treasures. And I cannot wonder ut this 
faith as I drift into the exhibition room, 
where the long tables stretch out, laden 
with the varied fruitage of the soil; 
where golden oranges gleam, and great, 
red-cheeked apples glow like summer 
suns; where peaches show their downy 


sides, and quinces ane piled like globes 


of amber; where grapes are heaped ‘in 


purple pyramids or flame of glowing red; 
where tempting bananas meet the eye, 


and the paler tints of the lemon are 
seen; 


where nuts and oil and corn

THE LESSON OF THESE FAIRS. 


These Fairs tell the story of the great 
future of our prosperity, or rather they 
are the alphabet of that future, the 
juvenile epitome of all that may be 
hoped for and be yet assured. They 
help the farmer and the fruit grower, 
for here these cultivators meet and 
compare the unanswerable logic of re- 
sults, and each farmer has a leaf of his 
own to be read, a page of experiments 
of new tests and methods, all of which 
go to make up the great volume of prac- 
tical experience. I have stood and 
listened to their talk to-day. It was as 
pleasant as a story book, for it was the 
romance of growth, of development and 
expansion. ‘‘Well, well now!”’ old farm- 
ers would exclaim, as some successful 
test was rehearsed, or some new method 
of culture was planned. “That’s a new 
idea to me, and I shall try it,’’ and the 
bronzed faces would light up and I 
would see them go away, the mind wide 
awake, having taken another forward 
step in the march of progress. This is 
the way in which the great highway of 
future success is to be opened, and I 
like to watch the beginning. 


TALKS WITH PRACTICAL FRUIT MEN— 
GRATIFYING RESULTS ACHIEVED. 


I had a long and pleasant talk to-day 
with Mr. Joseph K. Sexton, one of our 
most intelligent and practical fruit- 
growers, and I was greatly interested in 
the history of the successful experi- 
ments that he has made in drying fruits. 
He uses an evaporator of his own con- 
struction, which combines the best 
features of the various ‘‘dryers’’ in 
market. He displayed some very fine 
exhibits of evaporated fruits, which in- 
cluded apricots, quinces, pears, plums 
and tomatoes. He had also some of 
these evaporated fruits cooked this 
morning and placed on _ exhibition, 
which he invited me to taste. They re- 
tained all the original flavor and juici- 
ness of the fresh fruit, and there was 
scarcely preceptible any shrinkage above 
that of canned fruits. His object is to 
dry his fruits with such perfection 
that they shall entirely  super- 
sede the canned fruits in eastern and 
foreign markets. The tartness of the 
apricot has a tendency, when canned, 
to corrode the tins, thus greatly impair- 
ing the flavor of the fruit. Mr. Sexton 
proposes to avoid all this by furnishing 
an article that shall in every respect 
be equal to the canned fruits, and just 
as marketable, which shall be put up in 
boxes holding from ten to fifteen and 
twenty-five pounds each, thus saving 
freight on sugar and water, which must be 
incurred in the shipment of canned 
fruits, and which can, of course, be sup- 
plied by the purchaser. 

Mr. Sexton dries his fruits very slow- 
ly, using fruit only that is fully ripe. 
This causes the outer edge of the pre- 
pared fruits tocurl up and inward, 
forming a shallow cup, which retains all 
the juices and all the sugar of the fruit, 
leaving only the water to be evaporated. 

The fruits evaporated by his process 
are not dry or.leathery, but soft and 
mellow, yet they will keep for years. 
They need only to be soaked over night 


in water enough to cook them, and half |- 


an hour’s cooking in the morning will 
furnish you with a fruit as delicious and 
fresh-tasting as can be furnished by our 
canneries. 

Mr. Sexton has sent specimens of 
these fruits to the large cities of the 
East, and they have been received with 
great favor. Fruits prepared in this 
will command . from twenty-five 
cents to thirty-five cents per pound in 
Chicago and other cities. The Large 
Early apricot and the Royal Peach apri- 
cot are considered among the best va- 
rieties for evaporation. Five pounds 
of these fresh make one pound of the 
dried fruit. The capacity of Mr. Sex- 
ton’s ‘‘dryer’’ is only 520 pounds per 
day, but he requires one many times 
larger. His experiments have been so 
successful he will not delay filling this. 
much-needed want. The interest in the 
results -which he shows in this direction 
is very great, and I think that our larger 
fruit-growers will not fail to profit by it. 


SOME NOTABLE EXHIBITS 


Cadwell, of Carpinteria, showed some 
evaporated fruits which compare well 
with those of which I speak, as do also 
some from the Hollister and other 
ranchos. 

Among Mr. Sexton’s twenty varieties 
of choice apples is a large, slo 
tempting-looking apple, a_ seedling, 
which he calls the Sexton seedling, and 
asmaller apple with fine, spicy flavor, 
which he designates as ‘‘Lucy’s Red 
Cheek,’’ and no Lucy’s cheek has a 
prettier red than this. His soft-shell 
walnuts, as well as those from’ the 
Hollister rancho, have a very white, 
rich meat, which must make them es- 
pecially marketable. 

James Harrison, of Orchard Dale, has 
a fine exhibit of apples and pears, and 
a large variety of orange quinces, not 
one of which will weigh less than 
und. 

D. Sullivan, a veteran in years and 
experience, hice a variety of grape— 
the Purple Reisling—which is of excel- 
lent and spicy flavor, and peculiarly 
valuable to vineyardists where fogs 
abound, from the fact that under no 
conditions is it attacked by mildew. 
Among his display I reco old 
friends with plump faces, such as used 
to grace the home-table at the East—the 
Catawba, Iona, Concord and Delaware. 

Of course there is the usual fine dis- 
play of fruits, olive oil and butter from 
** Ellwood,’’ ‘and, in addition, what 
the gentleman tells me is a very fine 
specimen of tobacco grown at ‘‘EIl- 
wood.’’ I didn’t test it.

e home-canned fruits and jellies do 
credit to the skill of the good house- 
wives. The display in this line is hard- 
ly as extensive as usual, but it is at- 
tractive. 

A long table is filled with a rare array 
of potted plants from Mr. Spenee. There 
are 165 varieties in the collection, and 
they lay in the midst of the room like a 
spice-laden isle breathing balm and 
fragrance. 
arge ten-pound loaf of cake from 
the Arlington is a fine work of art.. The 
ornaments are hand-made. the

The confectionery challenges compe- 
tition.

MERCHANDISE EXHIBITS. 


The display of costly furniture, car- 
pets and window furnishings would do 
credit to much larger and wealthier 
cities. There are fine parlor sets with 
black ebony frames upholstered in raw 
silk; sets in black walnut upholstered in 
silk ‘plush, heavy body Brussels carpets, 
druggets with esthetic designs in sun- 
flowers, tiny tables with to og the shape 
of the clover leaf, and all things that 
the femine soul delights in. Much of 
this furniture was manufactured here. 

From our book-stores come number- 
less lovely things that belong to this es- 
thetic age. 

A. M. Ruiz displays a choice stock of 
fancy goods imported from Paris, The 
ladies are in the seventh heaven of de- 
light over the exquisite works of art. 
The hand-painting is wonderful. 

The display of boots and shoes is 
good, and that of harness, whips, car- 
riage robes and saddles is exceptionally 
fine.

REFORM SCHOOL. 


The Republican Party Favors it by 
Platform Resolation. 
To the Editor: 
The platform adopted by the Los An- 
geles County Republican .Convention, 


‘Sept. 25, 1882, contains the following 


plank: 

Resolved: That the number of crim- 
inal children in California is appalling 
and that it is the duty of our representa- 
tives to use their utmost endeavor to 
secure the establishment of at least one 
Industrial Farm and Reform School to 
be supported by the State, to which 
vicious children may be committed. 

The above resolution has for the first 
time promiently presented this subject 
to our citizens. Day after day notices 
of criminal children being brought be- 
fore our city, township and superior 
courts have appeared in the columns of 
the city papers. People have expressed 
their sorrow to see mere boys committed 
to jail, and yet would be indignant if 
they were discharged to corrupt the 
morals of other children. What shall 
- be done with these juvenile law-break- 
ers? 

A reform school and industrial farm 
would solve this problem. The easiest 
way to cure crime is to prevent it. Send 
the ten-year-old child who has committed 
some petty misdemeanor to a reform 


school, where he must work, receive a 


practical education, and taught good 
morals, and the probabilities are he will 


Send a similar boy to jail, and the prob- 
abilities are he will make a chronic 
criminal, 

Take one typical example in real life. 
A boy twelve years old commits a petty 
crime; his over-indulgent father employs 
an attorney to defend his son, and, on 


charged. The boy gees on com- 
mitting crime, the loving father 
continues paying money to _ protect 
him until old age and poverty overtake 
the parent, and manhood’s years and a 
sentence to the penitentiary are the as- 
sets of the son. Yet the harm inflicted 
on that family is the least of the evils— 
think of the number of boys this crim- 
inal has dragged along with him. This 
is no fanciful picture. Almost every 
reader can point to some similar case. 
Suppose there had been a State Reform | 
School to which that boy would have 
been committed when he was guilty of 
his first misdemeanor and he had been 
kept at work in that school-until he was 
eighteen years old—don’t you believe 
his chances of making a good citizen 
would have been far greater? 

The following brief extract from the 
report of the President of the Board of 
Trustbes of the Reform School of the 
District of Columbia is worth reading: 

‘‘As has often been said, it is cheaper 
to prevent crime than to punish it, and, 


question of dollars and cents, it is man- | 
ifestly more economical to the govern- 
ment and District of Columbia to feed, 
clothe and educate these boys than it 
may be hereafter to try, convict and 
subsist them in the jails and peniten- 
tiaries of the country. _ A large propor- 
tion of the boys who leave the school 
turn out well, many of whom are now 
honorably supporting themselves and. 
assisting their parents, and promise to 
become valuable memberse of society, 
who, without the influence and 
training received the school, 
might have been a burden up- 
on the community on which they 
were cast. In my visits to the jail, 
upon more than one occasion, my heart 
has been pained at the sight of many 
boys of tender age confined therein as 
the associates of criminals of the worst 
character. 

“It is with pleasure thatsthe trustees 
refer to the conduct of the boys general- 
ly. They have performed their tasks 
with cheerfulness, studied their lessons 
faithfully and have behaved themselves 
as well as school boys usually do.’’

A Circumstantial Account of the Killing- It 
is-Done in a Spirit of Pure Deviltry—

at Bullwell’s Point, one mile north of 
Orange, and another Chinaman serious- 
ly injured The Trmes on Sunday 
morning published a special dispatch 
from Anaheim, giving the details as far 
as then known, and below gives’ an- 
other account from our special cor- 
respondent at Anaheim, which throws 
still more light on the idisher, 

The murder at first, puazled the of- 
ficers. It was reported last weék that 
the Chinamen ‘had a thousand dollars 
in their possession, from the sales of 
their products. There are six of them 
in partnership in raising vegetables on 
and itis said they have the 
largest and one of the finest vegetable 
They -were 
hard-working, peaceable men, and no 
other motive than robbery could at first 
be ascribed for the deed. 

The Chinamen said that about nine 

o’clock on evening. a party of 
four” men, whom they supposed to be 
Mexicans, came up to their cabin, and 
demanded entrance which they refused. 
The assailants then procured an ax, and 
commenced chopping away at the door. 
The Chinamen put up bars, but this de- 
fense was broken, andthe door forced 
open, The outsiders thefi shot through 
the open door. One ball struck the 
Chinaman (sitice deceased) in the 
chest, and went clear through his body, 
coming out at the back. He fell in- 
stantly, and died in half an hour. Sev- 
eral more shots were fired, one going 
through two partitions, and grazing the 
epidermis of one Chinaman so that he 
will be unable to sit down for a few 
weeks. In the excitement the ax was 
wrested from one of the shooters, and 
he received a cut in the hand, 
which wound was afterwards identified. 
The murderers suddenly left the ter- 
trified Chinamen, who immediately 
started out to give the alarm to their 
countrymen. 

Deputy Sheriff James Hickey and 
Constable Isabell, of Santa Ana, as 
soon as they heard of the affray, s started 
to find a ‘‘thread’”’ of evidence. - The 
Chinamen said the four men had two 
teams, one of which had a gray horse. 
They examined the grounds carefully, 
and found that of the tracks of the four 
persons two were unmistakably those of 
women. Some fresh tracks — across 
some irrigated land near by from the 
‘road, where the teams had been hitched, 
to a hay-stack, showed the character of 
the parties. 

Chinamen in Orange reported that 
their wash-honse had that same evening 
been fired into five times. Mr. Arnold, 
a store-keeper of Orange, also reported 
that on the same evening some parties, 
whom he well knew, had called on him 
to get up out.of bed, and come and sell 
them some ammunition, which he had 
refused to do. The parties referred to 
were a Mr. Davisson, a photographer, 
and Dol Faulkner, a butcher, both of 
Santa Ana. Mr. Arnold gave as _ the 
reason of his refusal to wait on them 
that they had called him once before 
and had bought nothing, and he did not 
care to be fooled again. 

The officers rightly guessed the par- 
ties had a livery team, and, knowing 
that Mr. Felton’s stable of Santa Ana 
had a gray horse, they went and found 
that Faulkner and Davisson had had 
teams from there on Friday evening and 
had taken out riding a daughter of Mr. 
D. M. Harwood, of Orange, and of a 
Mr. Day, of Gospel Swamp. They re- 
turned at a late hour on Saturday morn- 
ing, and used the remarks, ‘‘We’ve had 
enough fun to-night to last us six years. 
If any officer inquires about that team 
in the morning don’t give us away.’ 

With this accumulated evidence the 
officers arrested Faulkner and Davisson 
early Sunday morning in Santa Ana, 


on warrants issued on complaints 
sworn out before Jndge Humph- 
rey. They had not tried to 


leave town. The same morning the 
officers called at Miss Harwood’s_house 
in Orange and asked her what she knew 
about it. At first she denied all knowl- 
edge of the affair, and said that it was a 
falsehood; but the story was against her, 
as she had sought her mother’s permis- 
sion to attend Gov. Wood’s political 
speaking at Santa Ana, on Friday even- 
ing, in company with Faulkner, which 
had been granted. Finally, probably 
under the idea of turning State’s evi- 
dence, she confessed the whole affair. 
She related how Miss Day and herself 
had accompanied Faulkner and Davis- 
son to the latter’s photographing rooms 
on Fourth street, where’ they 
took off their dresses and donned 

of clothing belonging to 
boys. She told about their 
bugyy-ride and their different adventures 
up to the killing of the Chinamen, and 
minutely detailed the assassination and 
the devilish career of that awful night. 
The officers returned to Santa Ana satis- 
fied with their arrest.

The 
corpse was laid out at Paul’s morgue in 
Santa Ana in a fine $65 casket. All the 
livery rigs in the town were hired, and 
over thirty vehicles filled with mourn- 
ing Celestials followed, in American 
style, the defunct son of Cathay to the 
temporary resting-place of his bones. 
Immense quantities of the material 
food of roast chicken and pig, and 
boiled rice will somehow feed the im- 
material spirit of the deceased for awhile. 
The Devil was effectually scared away 
from the last sad rites by printed slips 
of paper thrown out along the line of 
march. 

The examination, which was to have 

been held yesterday before Justice 
Humphrys in Santa Ana, was post- 
poned till to-day on account of the ab- 
sence of witnesses. With the account 
above, which was gathered in Santa 
Ana by a Times’ reporter, and the one 
below from Anaheim, the reader can 
draw his own conclusions as to the mo- 
tives of the parties in the affray, and do 
his own moralizing. 
The families of the young ladies are 
among the most respectable of the vi- 
cinity in which they live and they have. 
the sympathy of their neighbors in their 
terrible grievance. 


Anether Account of the Affair. — 

Correspondence of the Times.) . 

AnaHEtm, October 3, 1882.—The ver- 
dict at the inquest held by Judge Bailey 
over the body of the Chinaman killed 
in the row, Friday night, was. that the 
deceased came to his death by pistol- 
shot wounds inflicted by unknown per- 
sons. Several bullet-holes were found 
through the door and in the casing, and 
one in the partition opposite the door. 


No marks of blood were found upon the 
floor. 

It seems that while Justice Bailey was 
going out tothe scene of the shooting 
some one had ridden to Santa Ana with 
the report of the affray, for the Judge 
had no sooner dismissed the jury and 
left, than the Santa Ana constable ap- 
peared u n the scene, accompanied by 
Justice Humphreys, who summoned a 
jury, got out the body and proceeded to 
hold another inquest. The Chinamen 
at the place quietly submitted, but 
when the Justice. had got through, one 
of them anxiously inquired: ‘‘Any 
more come?’’ 

But this is no matter for jest. It 
seems that the persons guilty of the deed 
drove through Anaheim shortly after 
leaving the Chi en, and sév- 
eral times fired off their pistols in 
the air. They also stopped at a saloon 
for drinks, and from there went to Mrs. 
Brown’s house, thence’ going out of 
town and through Orange, where they 
fired several shots into 4 Chinese house,

Now, let me ask, who admitted that 
the city owesthe amount claimed? There 
may be a good reason why the amount 
claimed in these bills is. not paid, and 
when a public journal of the standing of 
the Express openly stigmatizes the ac- 
tion of the city authorities as ‘‘unseemly 
and indecent’’ the public are certainly 
entitled to know why the City Govern- 
ment does not permit ‘‘the amount 
claimed’”’ to be drawn from the Gas 
Fund.

which he did. Now, this is all the con- 
tract they have. I then advised the 
Council that the city could not be 
carried in that manner, but the Gas 
Company assured the Council tha they 
were veatiafied therewith, and that they 
would take the chances, and they did 
furnish gas under it. 

When the warrant for the first month’s 
gas was presented to the Mayor for his 
signature, he refused to sign the same 
but notified the company that if they 
would present their claim for the gas 
furnished, and not claim it under the 
contract,that he would wry sign the 
same. 

He said in his communication, “My 
object in not signing said warrant being 
to protect the city against any claim be- 
ing made in the future that the city has 
ratified said alleged contract, and there- 
by prevent the city from making or en- 
tering into any contract with reference 
to lighting the city streets, and not to 
prevent the Gas Company from receiv- 
ing full and just compensation for all 
gas furnished to the city.

But the Gas Company’s reply to the 
refusal of the Mayor not to pay them 
the money but to recognize the contract, 
was as follows:

against the Mayor was promptly insti- 
tuted. Andeach month alike suit was 
instituted @against the Mayor, notwith- 
standing I offered tostipulate in open 
court, that if the Court ordered the 
Mayor to sign the first warrant, he 
would sign them all. The answer to 
this proposition was, that the Company 
did not ask for any stipulations or ad-¢ 
missions—that it had a contract upon 
which it would stand, and that the 
Company would enforce the same. 
Thereby unnecessary costs were in- 
curred, all of which the old council re- 
fused to pay. 

The first case went to the Supreme 
Court, and the judgment in favor of the 


contract declared void. Still the Gas 
Company keeps the case hanging over 
the Mayor, and advise the Council not 
to voteany more warrants to pay these 
bills—warrants having been already 
voted by the Council—until the compa- 
ny gets through litigating, after which 
{the question arises: What does the 
city owe the Gas Company? 

Now, just one week after the letter of 
the Mayor, partly quoted above, was 
written, the Citizens’ Gas Company, 
Elmore, agent, offered to contract to 
light the streets, ‘‘giving the same 
light the city is now getting” for $3672 | ,, 


paid the Gas Company per annum, & 
saving to the ‘‘tax-payers’”’ of $5100 in 
two years, during the life of the con- 
tract, all of which appears on the city 
records, but the contract claimed by the 
company prevented the city from ac- 
cepting the same, or any other contract, 
and it was only after the Supreme 
Court declared the contracts void would 
the Electric Light Company enter into 
any contract with the city. Now if the 
Express will explain why the Council 
should proceed to vote to the Gas Com- 
pany the sum of $6,222 per annum for 
gas under the circumstances which I 
have detailed, when the city was offered 
the same gas for $3672 per annum, it 
will’ have explained some of the few 
things that worry the present city fath- 
ers and seem to require explanation be- 
fore they feel at liberty to vote away the 
public moneys. .
